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ST. GENEVIEVE CHURCH 

• This is one of the newer churches in 
Chicago, finished and occupied late in 1940. 
It illustrates in its design the fundamentals of 
the Byzantine or Romanesque style, modified 
and streamlined by the influences of the 
modern trend of architectural expression. 

• Bold arches of concentric courses, sup¬ 
ported on clusters of sturdy columns are 
characteristic of this style. The entrances to 
St. Genevieve Church evidence clearly this 
style of architecture. Large areas of smooth 
wall surfaces penetrated with comparatively 
narrow arched windows are also indicative 
of the Byzantine. 

• In a lovely residential district of the North¬ 
west Side, the new church looms far above 
the neighborhood homes and is one of a mag¬ 
nificent parish group, which besides the 
church, includes a school, convent and rectory. 
In all the buildings, similarity of design is 
carried out. 
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
